was reported out to the senate to­ 
day. 
Of the $400,000,000 authorized to 
obtain ships immediately $250,000,- 
000 will be devoted to new construc­ 
tion and $150,000,000 for the pur­ 
chase of ships now being built./ 
An additional 
appropriation 
of 
$350,000,000 is made available when 
needed for ship construction. 
The 
Roosevelt 
division amend­ 
ment was written into the conscrip­ 
tion bill by house and senate con­ 
ferences today. The amendment au­ 
thorizes but 
doe> not 
direct the 
president to raise a volunteer force, 
tlie presumption being that it will be 
led to France by 
Theodore Roose­ 
velt.

lards, meats, candy and other ar 
tides u su ally sold by weight. 
Fresh vegetables u su ally sold by 
the bu nch and berries sold by the 
box su ch as strawberries, 
are ex­ 
cepted. 
Violation of the law will be pu n­ 
ished by fine of $10 
for the first 
offense; $25 for 
the 
second 
and 
$100 and thirty day s imprisonment 
for the third. 
While hailing the new law as a 
most progressive 
measu re, 
state 
food officials today warned against 
the u se of cheap, inaccu rate scales. 
Scales are
